The Pacific Railway Scheme 

The important announcement wo were 
onaliled to plaeo before our renders on 
"Wednesday morning respecting the crea- 
tion of a now and strong company to un- 
dertake the Canada Pacific Kail-way will 
have been read with no littlo satisfaction 
on this side of the Continent. Both of 
the companies chartered last session com- 
prised many of the most powerful men of 
the Dominion; and had tho contract been 
given to either, to tho exclusion of tho 
other, ono must have felt that an impor- 
tant elomcut of strength had been alienat- 
ed from an undertaking which might woll 
bo presumod to tax to tho utmost the 
whole strength of the infant Empire. 
Whenever a union of those contending 
companies became impossible, that mo- 
ment it became the duty of the Govern- 
ment to seek to bring a now company into 
existence — ono which might comprise tho 
best men from theso two companies. For- 
tunately, tho Government, with wonder- 
ful prescionco, took power under tho Act 
to do this. Tho announcement that tho 
Government has smceecdod in bringing 
Buch a company into cxistonco must havo 
been received, ono would think, with 
satisaction by every patriotic Canadian. 
We rogrot, we cannot honestly say we aro 
surprised , to find that the Toronto Glare 
receivos tho announcement in n very dif- 
ferent spirit. It sneers at tho difficulties 
the Government are understood to haTO 
encountered in treating with tho old com- 
panies. In regard to tho creative power 
conferred upon the Government by the 
Act, our contemporary says, "Of all tho 
scandalous provisions of tho Pacific liail- 
vay Bill, nono more completely outraged 
public opinion, respect for legislative 
authority, and constitutional safeguards, 
than tho clause which gave the Gov- 
ernor-General- in other words tho Minis- 
try of tho day— tho power to usurp the 
functions of Parliament, and create a com- 
pany under an Order in Council .that 
should have tho same weight as an Act of 
both Houses of tho Legislature." It is 
no doubt very galling for tho Grits to 
find that this matter is to bo settled and 
done with before Parliament moots; for it 
is just possible that they may expect to 
gain office, and tho railway would have 
been a nice bit of patronage to start busi- 
ness with. The evident chagrin of the 
organ would appear to be open to such an 
explanation. "But," continues our con- 
temporary, "tho very company itself is 
to bo their own creation, it is they who 
aro omploying the "leading gentlemen" 
to get it up, to find tho capital, to set the 
whole procoodiug in motion. And what 
must bo tho inevitable result? Why, 
that at every hitch Government aid will 
be invoked, Government indulgence 
sought, and pressuro brought to bear in 
order that the boon demanded may be so- 
cured." Wo fear wo must regard our 
contemporary in the light of the dog in 
tho manger— willing that t lie country 
shall receive no good save at the hands of 
tho Grits; for we find it alluding to the 
arrangement by which a member of nei- 
ther Houso of Parliament shall be a Di- 
rector as "tho most trumpery thing in the 
world." Last year, whop companies 
whoso Boards of Provisional Diroctora in- 
cluded large numbers of members of Par- 
liament the Globe waxed eloquent over 
the danger with which tho independence 
of Parliament was threatened. And we 
confess wo thought there wore both sense 
and weight in tho view our contemporary 
then took. But what conclusion must 
we now come to as to its sincerity? The 
Government, in arranging the basis of a 
now company, very properly provides a 
most effectual remedy against a manifest 
evil. Instead, however, of acknowledging 
it tho Glohe ridicules it as "the most trum- 
pery thing in tho world." Why trumpery ? 
If the presence of members of Parliament 
on the Directorate was such n huge evil 
as tho Globe invitod the public to think, 
how can it be "the most trumpery thing 
in the world to say that no members of 
Parliament shall be Directors '/" Next 
our contemporary seeks to comfort its 
soul by predicting failure. It says, "it 
by no rnenntJ follows that, because the 
outline of a schome is foreshadowod in a 
Government organ, the scheme itself will 
over attain maturity. Where the thing 
contemplated is itself so obviously the re- 
sult of weakness and vacillation yielding 
at last to tho merest exigency; when the 
"loading gentlemen" who are to bo the 
prime agents in "jjromoting" the new 
company are confessedly actuated by tho 
"greatest possible jealousy apd mistrust" 
of each otlie ', and are only brought to 
co-operato by a concession (ha! appeals 
to the cupidity both share alike, one 
may easily disoern the prime elements of 
discord and failure." In tins instance 
the wish is doubtless father to the thought; 
for it is difficult to boliovo that the Globe 
really entertains doubts about tho micooss 
of the railway. For our own pari, iiinl 
wo feel thai wo speak the general senti- 
ment of tho Province, wo hail with sati»- 
faction tho intelligence of tho formation 
of such a company on thobasi ; laid down; 
and wc feel eonfidenl that, with the senior 
member for Victoria on the spot, watching 
every movemont of the scheme, the inter- 
ests 'of British Columbia will not be over- 
looked.

The Kingston Wliig reports "on good 
authority" to-night' that Sir Francis 
Ilincks bus rosigned his portfolio ns Fi- 
nanco Minister, but that it will not bo ac- 
cepted till the House moots. 

A Montreal correspondent says, "It is 
rumoured here that Mr. William H. Kerr, 
a prominent criminal lawyer of this city, 
who in LSG7 opposed Sir John Koso as 
candidate for Huntingdon in tho House of 
Commons, will bo appointed to the Chief 
Justiceship of Manitoba. During tho 
Into elections ho took part with tho Con- 
servatives. 

An Ottawa correspondent says it is un- 
derstood in official circles that Hon. Mr. 
Langovin, C. B., and Hon. P. Mitchell 
will shortly be placed on a par with their 
colloaguos, Sir Francis Hincks and Sir 
Georgo E. Cartier, in titulary distinc- 
tions, and that they will be called to tho 
rank of K.C.M.G. 

A Fort Garry dispatch of tho 11th of 
Decomber says, Judge McKeagncy was 
sworn in on Tuesday by the Lieutenant- 
Governor at the Government House, in 
tho presence of a number of leading gen- 
tlemen. 

A deputation of French half-broods ro- 
oently waited on tho Lieutenant-Governor 
asking if the amnesty was to be grant- 
ed for those connected with tho rebellion 
of 18G9-70. His Honor professed to know 
nothing about it.

Bruce Ogilvie, arrived at Ottawa and are 
lodging at the ltussell Houso. 

The Government of Quobeo havo pro- 
posed to appropriate the sum of 0142,500 
in tho presont financial year, for Colo- 
nization purposes, which includes a 
considerable sum for Colonization Roads. 

The revenue for the Dominion for tho 
month ended 30th November — from tho 
following sources: customs, excise, post- 
oflico, and miscellaneous — was 8 1 ,892,697- 
81; the expenditure for the samo period 
was 81, 770, 530 84. Tho half-monthly 
statement of the currency gives the circu- 
lation of Dominion noion, provincial notes 
and franctionals at $11, 007,074 87; against 
this there is held specie §2,329,585 70, 
debentures 7,200,000 00, certificates of de- 
posit 1,477,187 08. 

Tho Customs authorities havo discover- 
ed a fraud in which several Halifax firms 
are implicated. A schooner was cleared 
at Halifax some time ago, with a cargo of 
bonded goods for Newfoundland. Tho 
next that was heard was that shn was lost. 
It has now been found out, that before the 
loss of the vessel tho cargo was transfer- 
red to another, which carried it to Yar- 
mouth, where the Customs officer found 
it concealed and seized it. Both vessel 
and cargo aro insured in Halifax. Tho 
underwriters refuse to pay claims.

Her middlo 
being dry, tho strain caused her to bilgo 
or start her Imta. When the tide rose 
again it flowed in her. She still remains 
in that condition, tide ebbing and (low- 
ing in her. Aid was sent for from tie. idle 
this morning and tho steamers Mary 
Woodruff anil Colilo were sent to her ai i. 
The Woodruff took tho mails and passen- 
gers on to Whatcom and the Ceeilo return- 
ed to Seattle. The Celilo brought a steam 
pump and they have commenced pump- 
ing her out with a view to getting her 
afloat. Men aro also digging away the 
ground from under her bow to got her in 
an oasior position and lighten the strain.

The inspector 
beggod theinon tolisten, and madeanother 
attempt to read the report, but the nproar 
now became greater still. Yells, hooting, 
groans, whistling, and other discordant 
noises were kept up nut il the inspector 
had to return without reading Mr. Mon- 
sell's report. This being reported to the 
head -office, nnothir document was brought 
forward this morning acquainting the men 
that if they did not choose to accept the 
stripes they had better send in their re- 
signations. The other brunch oflices are 
equally averse from the stripes. A great 
meeting of the whole of the carriers is to 
be called immediately by tho delegates 
from each branch oJlico.
